ZELMA K, PYLE is presently employed as a School Teacher by the 
Rehrersburg, Pa, School District, The subjects gave every 
appearance of being cooperative and willingly answered questions 
put to them, and in some instances volunteered information, 


ELMER K, PYLE advised that he joined the Communist Party 
around 1935. He stated that he was disgusted with the economic 
condition of the United States at that time, and when a customer 
refused to pay him $100,00 that he owed for a delivery of milk, 
he became so disgusted that he listened to the proposal of the 
Communist Party Organizer and joined the Party. He stated that 
the Organizer at that time was a man. known to him as JOHN DEAN, 
whose true name he did not know. ELMER K, PYLE identified a 
photo of MAX WEINER as being identical with JOHN DEAN. PYLE 
stated that it was Party policy at that time to have a cover name 
and at WEINER's insistence, he adopted and used the alias JOHN 
GREGG, He recalled that WEINER was the Organizer for the Reading 
and Berks County Communist Party, and that he was succeeded by 
BEN RUBIN, BEN RUBIN was later arrested and tried for forging 
names to petitions to have the Communist Party placed on the 
ballot. According to ELMER K, PYLE, BEN RUBIN left the Berks 
County area after his trial, He recalled that "RED" EDDY was 
the Organizer of the Southeastern Section, and he stated that EDDY 
was the last Section Organizer that he knew. ELMER K, PYLE 
stated that he became Manager of the Farmers Union Dairy Coopera~ 
tive Association around 1946, and continued in this job until 1947, 
ALBERT GOTTFRIED, another Communist Party member, was working for 
him at that time, According to PYLE, GOTTFRIED was attempting 
to get the Manager's job, and finally succeeded by spoiling a vat 


.full of milk and having the blame placed on PYLE, This happened 


around 1947, and PYLE and his wife quit the Party in disgust, He 
stated that he had no faith in the ideas or phrases of the Communist 
Party. 


ZELMA K, PYLE stated that she joined the Communist Party 
around 1942 or 1943, She indicated that she became interested in 
the Communist Party through her husband. She recalled that there 
was a Communist Party meeting at TOM FORRY's house the day that 
she joined. She also recalled that WILMER J, ALTHOUSE Joined the 
Communist Party at the same time that she joined or a little later, 
ZELMA K, PYLE stated that WILMER J, ALTHOUSE was still a member of

the Communist Party in 1947 when she and her husband resigned 
their membership, and as far as she knows he is still a member, 
She stated that by the latter statement she meant that she has 
never heard that WILMER J, ALTHOUSE left the Communist Party. She 
was of the opinion that when she and her husband left the Party, 
ROGER KERCHER and his wife CORA’ KERCHER were not members, but 
were known to her as friends of HARRY E, BROWN, She recalled 
that she held the position of Secretary-Treasurer of the ‘Berks 
County Communist Party for two terms, but she could not recall 
the length of a term. She thought that she served in that capacity 
for the years of 1945 and 1946, She advised that in that capacity ¢ 
kept the membership lists. ZELMA PYLE also recalled that HAZEL 
WEYMEN was Secretary of the branch at one time and that HARRY E, 
BROWN often.acted as meeting chairman, She stated that she 
was not sure that ALBERT GOTTFRIED was a CP member prior to 1944, 
It is to be noted that I & NS is presently investigating GOTTFRIED 
with a view to having him denaturalized and deported. The pertinent 
date in the I & NS investigation is 1944 when GOTTFRIED was 
naturalized. In order that GOTTFRIED might be denaturalized, it 
is necessary to prove that he was a member of the Party prior to 
1944, She recalled that he worked for the Farmers Union Dairy 
Cooperative and then went to work for a farmer named MARTIN 
WOLFSKILL, who had a farm near Bernville. She thought that after 
leaving WOLFSKILL, GOTTFRIED returned to the Farmers Union Dairy 
Cooperative Association, and that it was then that he joined the 
Communist Party. She stated that she could not be sure of the 
year that he joined. ZELMA PYLE stated that as far as she knows 
CLARENCE R, ALTHOUSE, Sr., was not a member of the Communist Party 
at least before 1947 when she left the Party. She recalled that 
he did subscribe to “The Worker" and that various members tried 
to interest him in joining, but as far as she knew he never did 
join, HAROLD LERCH ALTHOUSE is the son of CLARENCE R, ALTHOUSE, Sr. 
and she stated that as far as she knew he was not a CP member up 
until the time that she resigned her membership. She stated that 
she never heard of WILSON ALTHOUSE. 


ELMER K, PYLE recalled that he once met EARL BROWDER, 
although he could not recall just when, He did recall that he 
attended a large CP Rally in New York City prior to 1937 and that 
it might have been then. He stated that he believes that TOM 
FORRY joined the Communist Party around 1938, FORRY left the 
Party around 1946 when he remarried, as his wife was opposed to

the CP, It was Mrs. PYLE's recollection that at that time 

TOM FORRY stopped paying CP dues, but continued to get "The 
Worker." It is to be noted that Investigator SAMUEL HOROWITZ, 
I & NS, has confidentially advised that he attempted to interview 
FORRY in the ALBERT GOTTFRIED matter. HOROWITZ stated that 
FORRY was uncooperative and would give him no information, Mr. 
PYLE also recalled that TOM FORRY was formerly on the Board of 
Directors of the Farmers Union Dairy Cooperative Association, 
but he did not believe that FORRY still held that position 
because he recalled that FORRY had some disagreement with the 
FUDCA, the nature of which he could not recall. 


Both Mr. and Mrs. PYLE stated that they did not know 
ROBERT JAFFE, They did not know any of the defendants in the 
Smith Act trial presently in progress, They thought that there 
was no longer a Farmers Union in Berks county, and they blamed 
the Communist Party for ruining the Farmers Union, Mrs. PYLE 
stated that she resigned from the Party in 1947 after writing a 
letter setting out her reasons to some Party official, She stated 
that she was angry over her husband's treatment, and because 
Party officials would not allow her to express her ideas if they 
conflicted with Party policy. They both recalled that SOLON 
CLIFFORD PHILLIPS, J, HAROLD PHILLIPS, and ALVIN CHRISTMAN visited 
them after they quit the Party. They were not sure why these 
individuals visited them, but they felt that it was for the 
purpose of feeling them out to see if they were willing to come 
back into the Party. Mrs. PYLE recalled that after they left the 


‘party, "RED" EDDY and HARRY E, BROWN came to their house and got 


all of her records, She stated that neither of them has any 

Party records now. Mr. and Mrs, PYLE poth stated that they had 

no information on sabotage or espionage committed or planned by 
the Party or any Party members. They advised that as they knew 
it, the Communist Party in Berks County had no desire to overthrow - 
the Government, but did want better wages and working conditions 
for farmers and workers.

In an article in the "Daily Worker" dated 
February 15, 1949, page 10, columns 1, 2, 3,  and.5, 
ELIZABETH GURLEY FLYNN writes as follows concerning the

"I met Comrade RUBIN first when he came back 
from Spain. He was a section organizer of the Communist 
Party in Reading, Pennsylvania, a sturdy, chunky, little 
guy dressed in over-large clothes he had worn back from 


: France, I liked his hearty laugh. ..He was arrested in one 


of the election petition drives in Pennsylvania. | 
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"Digposses..cases were the tag-end of the depression. 
He became known as ‘the Communist organizer who puts 
people's furniture back.' 


"Next I heard of him in Waterbury, Connecticut, 
where he worked in a brass shop; and helped to organize 
ed the union and the. Party. 


_ "Camé the war, and Barney was soon on the Pacific 
battlefront.” I kept track of him through his mother. 
Soldier comrades began writing me of his work on the army 
paper. Someone brought me a whole series of columns he did 
in Japan, after victory, on the release of the Communists 
from prison (of which he brought me back a wonderful picture), 
on the trade unions, the gripes of the GI's, It brought’ 
“him into a head-on clash with General Mac Arthur,. 


. "The editor, PETTUS, and RUBIN, as assistant, were 
both removed. They became heroes to the soldiers, who 
hated the American emperor as much as Hirohito." . 


It is to be noted that ELIZABETH GURLEY FLYNN was 
one of the thirteen Communist’ leaders convicted in the 
United States District Court, Southern District of New York 
on January 11, 1953 for violation of the Conspiracy Statute 
of the Smith Act of 1940..

Reading, Permsylvania in 190 and became active in Communist 

Party activities by circulating petitions to place 

/ Communist candidates on ballots. According to Te2,. it 
' f was learned that the subject was circulating his petitions 
among an illiterate group of people who did not know 
they were signing Communist petitions and on instructions 
\ of the District Attorney of Berks County, Reading, Pennsylvania, 
i JAMES MARKS, the subject was arrested for violation of the 
Election Code and Perjury. According to T-2, the subject 
was at that time living with JEAN HILLIS, an active worker . 
_in the Workers Alliance. T-2 stated that at the time the 
subject was committed to the Berks County Prison, he refused 
to have his fingerprints taken, alleging violation of his 
Civil Rights, although T-2 stated they were subsequently 
3 - obtained. T-2 further advised that the subject was tried 
in Berks County Criminal Court, Reading, Pennsylvania in the 
December session of 1940 and found guilty of the two charges 
of Perjury and the one charge for the violation of tks 
Election Code. T-2 stated that during the course of this 
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trial, the subject admitted he was a Communist. 


The records of the Berks County Court House, 
Reading, Pennsylvania were reviewed by SA ROBERT W, CLARK, 
following the December session of the above court in 1940 
and they reflected that the subject had stated he came to 
Reading, Pennsylvania from Spain, where he had fought 
and been wounded with the International Brigade. According 
to ‘the above records, RUBIN had stated he had been a 
member of the Communist Party’for five or six years, an 
official of the Party, having been elected Executive 


‘Secretary and asserted he was a candidate for Congrébseman 


on the Communist Party ticket. RUBIN also stated that 
while in Spain he had been cited for bravery by the 
International Brigade. 

. The "Daily Worker" for December 3, 1940, ‘page 5, - 
column 5 for Reading, Pennsylvania on December 27 190 
reflected that the subject was Executive Secretary of the 
Communist Party in Berks County, Pennsylvania and a .

T-2, previously mentioned, advised on August 29, 
1955, that subject's mother told him that a person by the 
name of "SOL" had called to teil him about a position 
which involved writing for some medical journal at $150 
per week. Informant understood that subject was to call 
BERNARD DIDDLE (phonetic) at 10:30 A.M. on August 30, 1955. 


Informant further advised that on September 6, 
1955, subject had an interview for a new job. Subject 
was of the opinion that he had a good chance to get the 
job. According to informant, subject had asked for a 
starting salary of $7,500 a year, but the job called for 
$6,500 a year; however, subject was of the opinion that they 
might raise the starting salary to $7,000 and considered 
the matter of permanency to be the only drawback. The in- 
formant was of the opinion that after four months or so, 
subject's prospective employers might decide to have him 
do some work in Montreal or Chicago. 


T-2 advised that after subject had the interview * 
he talked to a friend of his who advised subject that the ‘ 
job was his if he wanted it. Subjectts friend counseled him 
to take the job. Another concern of subject, according to 
the informant, was his child's schooling. Informant 
understands that subject had another appointment on the 
following day which probably concerned possible employment. .

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on October 4h, 1955, T-2 advised that subject 
apparently had a job with "The Spectrum," a job which 
HARRY FISHER was trying to obtain for PAUL BURNS, another 
of the discharged Tass employees.

Informant advised that HARRY FISHER and his wife 
have an apparent dislike for subject, as in discussing the 
fact that the subject and not BURNS obtained this job, they 
comnented that "1f RUBIN was involved the worst could be 
believed," and that RUBIN was not satisfied but had to have 
two or three jobs. ‘The most disturbing thing to the FISHERS 
appeared to be their opinion that RUBIN knew this was going 
to happen for months and never let them in on it. The 
informant recalled that when subject and PAUL BURNS were 
first dismissed from Tass News Agency, RUTH FISHER, in 
counselling BURNS, told him not to give RUBIN too much 
to "chew on" and not to let RUBIN cry on his shoulder. 


The Tass News Agency is the official Soviet 
Russian news gathering agency in the United States, and 
as such is registered with the Department of Justice under | 
the Foreign Agents Registration Act of 1938, as amended. 


The records of the Foreign Agents Registration 
Section, Department of Justice, disclosed that Tass filed 
a supplemental registration statement, #64, for the six 
month period ending March 31, 1952, on April 30, 1952, 
which reflected that PAUL BURNS was employed as a "Staff 
Writer." a 


T.~5, who has furnished reliable information { 
in the past, advised on June 21, 1950, that prior to 
receiving a position with Tass News Agency, PAUL BURNS 
discussed with him his formal resignation from the 
Gomminist Party (CP). 7-5 stated that although as 
was the custom, BURNS had to resign formally from 
the Party, he actually remained a member.

‘by the Tass News Agency in New York City. 


The records of the Immigration and Naturaliza- 
tion Service in New York City reflect that IVAN IVANOVICH 
BEGLOV, former Chief of the Tass News Agency, in New York 
City, departed from the United States on May 18, 1955, 
aboard the "Queen Elizabeth." 


Military Service 


SE ROY HOMESLEY reviewed the subject's Army 
service record at the Adjutant General's Office, Military 
Personnel Records Center, World War II Unit, Department 
of the Army, St. Louis, Missiouri, in August, 1954. This 
record reflects that subject, BEN RUBIN, Army Serial 
Number 33-837-353, was inducted into the United States 
Army on May 10, 194, and entered on active duty on the 
same date at Allentown, Pennsylvania. 


on July 3, 1944, subject's name was changed 
in these records to his true name, BARNARD RUBIN. Subject 
served one year, five months, and five days in Foreign 
Service in the West Pacific Theatre, and participated 
in the battles and campaigns of Luzon and New Guinea. 
He was awarded the Good Conduct Medal, the World War II 
Victory Medal, the Asiatic Pacific Theatre Medal, the 
Philippine Liberation Ribbon with one Bronze Star, 
and the Army of Occupation Medal in Japan. 
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Hie character and efficiency ratings ranged from 
unknown te excellent, and there is no recerd of court 
mertial or absences without leave. These records reflact 
that subject was employed from 1939 to January, 192 as 
Secretary of the CP in Reading and Berka County, 11 North 
Eighth Street, Reading, Pennsylvania, and in this position 
he prepared and delivered four to six telke per week to 
closed and invitation meotings, as well as public 
meetings, and spolre over the radic on ea monthly basis. 


Subject also held 4 First Lieutenant rating with 
the Spanish Loyalist Forces and served as a Morele Line 
Lisutenant during the year 1936 in the Infentry. He waa 
a mexber of the Internationnl Brigade. 


These records reflect that avb ject was 
arbitrarily removed from his position with the Tokyo 
Edition of "Stars and Stripes", and scheduled for 
trensfer to Okinawa for reassignment. There is no 
elerification of svbject's removal contained in his

Sub ject's Army record reflects that he 
attended the City College of New York for throes years, 
hes a civilian occupation os Apprentice Automatic 
Serew Machine Tool Setter, Secretary and Hews Reporter, 
and. thet he was a heavy mechine gunner in the United 
States Army. 


On May 25, 1955, WILLIAM BERRIGK, h13 Warren 
Btreot, Mamaroneck, New York, advised SA DONALD WwW. 
STRAPTON that he formerly servéd in the 15th International 
Brigede in Spnin during the Spanish Civil War. le ad- 
vised thet the International Brigade was formed in 
1936 by the Communist International. 


fo The Internationsl Brigade was made up of 
individual battalions from various countries and each 
battalion was headed by a political commissar, who was 
alvays @ motber of the CP, HERRICK advised that the 
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International Brigade had three purposes: 


A. To assist the Loyalist Forces in Spain 

B. To assist the CP in Spain 

C. To train CP members in various parts of the world in 
warfare. 


The Communist International Brigade has been 
cited as the centralized world wide organ of the CP, con- 
trolled by Moscow, according to the Congressional Committee 
on Un-American Activities, Report Number 209, dated April 
1, 1947, and Report No. 1920, dated May 11, 198, page 3. 


Contacts and Activities 


' ~-2, previously mentioned, advised that on 
July 18, 1955, while subject was working for Tass News 
Agency, his work schedule was changed at the request of 
ANATOLI S. SAVELEV, who did not want to work with the 
subject. SAVELEV's reason for this was that he might be 
busy and he wanted to have.a good teletype operator on 
duty with him. .

On October 6, 1955, ELMER ALAN BERNSTEIN, a self-employed 
free-lance music composer and conductor, who resides at 11747 
Canton Place, Studio City, California, was interviewed by : 
SAs HARVEY G. BERKEY and JOHN S, TEMPLE, The interview took | 
place in the vicinity of the 11000 block, Canton Place, Studio 
city, California. 


BERNSTEIN, throughout the course of the interview 
which ensued, was extremely cordial to the interviewing agents, 
He spoke highly of the FBI and of the methods used by the Bureau 
in its investigation of subversive activities in the United 
States. He was critical of similar type investigations being 
conducted by Government committees and hearing boards. He 
declared his personal thoughts concerning ones loyalty to ones 
country and friends, particularly insofar as Communism was 
concerned, have undergone considérable change in the past few 
years. He stated two or three years ago he would not have 

been receptive to an interview by agents of the FBI but today ‘ 
he welcomed the opportunity to discuss his past activities i 
insofar as Communism was concerned,

BERNSTEIN, before being asked any specific questions 
concerning his background and/or Communist activities, was 
advised that this Bureau had no interest whatsoever in labor- 
management relationships and this fact was being brought to his 
attention in view of his current membership in the American 
Federation of Musicians, 


BERNSTEIN furnished the following information concerning 
himself: 


He stated he was born April 4, 1922, in the Bronx, 
New York, the son of EDWARD BERNSTEIN and SELMA BERNSTEIN. He 
was raised in a sheltered family of above average Pinancial 
means, He received a music background and later became a 
pianist of some reputation, He attended college at New York 
University and at the age of 17 (1939) joined the American 4 1 
Student Union. He stated because of his musical background he 
associated with a group of “intellectuals” and others interested 
in the theater, He advised he was afforded an opportunity to 
learn about and discuss numerous political ideologies, many of 
which were extremely progressive, 


In 1942 he met a fellow Student, whose name he could 
no longer recall, who advised him a position as Music Director 
was available at Camp Unity, Wingdale, New York. Accordingly, 
the thought of working in a camp such as Camp Unity was appealing 
to him. He declared he was under considerable pressure to 
attend Communist funetions but emphatically stated he did not 
attend such affairs. 


BERNSTEIN was employed by Camp Unity in 1942 and in 
view of his position as Music Director attended many staff 
meetings of the camp. He found the camp encouraged an interracial 
concept of living. He never received the impression the camp 
was operated by Communists and noted the subject Communism was 
never discussed at the meetings. However, Communist literature 
such as the "Daily Worker", “Masses and Mainstream", and 
"Political Affairs" was sold and distributed freely within the 
camp. 


BERNSTEIN reiterated that because of his musical 
background he became associated with numerous intellectuals, 
many of whom he had reason to believe were Communists. However, 
he did not have proof of their Party membership inasmuch as he, 
himself, was never a member of the CP,

BERNSTEIN enlisted in the U. S, Army in 1942 and 
for the four years following was assigned to a radio unit, 
New York City, and to the Captain GLENN MILLER unit at Yale 
University. He was discharged from the U. S. Army in 1946 by 
reason of dependency, Further, in the same year he secured a 
divorcee from RHODA BERNSTEIN. The marriage breakup did not have 
political implications, according to BERNSTEIN. 


In May, 1946, BERNSTEIN returned to Camp Unity where 
again he was assigned to the position of Musical Director, 
There was no pressure on him to join the CP and he devoted 
himself completely to musical endeavors, He recalled working 
on a musical with BOB ADLER in 1946, He was unable to state 
whether or not ADLER was a Communist, however, He named DAVE 
GOLDNER as a self-admitted member of the Party who served the 
CP as a division head, He also recalled one _ MARTEL to 
be a CP theoretician, 


BERNSTEIN noted there was no doubt that he was 
considered by many as being a CP member stating this was because 
of his association with and acceptance by many known Communists, 


ERNSTEIN became associated with People's Drama which 
he stated was constituted under the laws of the State of New York, 
The organization was composed of many kinds of people most of 
whom were interested in the drama, BERNSTEIN named LEE NEMETZ 
as the Executive Director of the People's Drama, He also recalled 
a writer whose first name was GENE and a director by the name 
of ALFRED SAXE, 


BERNSTEIN stated the membership of People's Drama was 
very fluid. Many known members of the CP were in attendance at 
People's Drama functions. BERNSTEIN recalled in particular one 
BARNARD RUBIN, a writer for the "Daily Worker", who, though 

not a member of People's Drama, was frequently seen at functions 
of the organization and seemed to have entree to members of 

the group. 


BERNSTEIN was of the Opinion People's Drama was heavily 
infiltrated by CP members. He recalled he did not actually 

work on a show for People's Drama entitled "John Brown", However, 
he did recall preparing a tape recording containing a musical 
Score for the show in 1949 which he understood was subsequently 
utilized by the organization for the show which was eventually 
“John Brown", In the summer of 1950 Camp Unity requested 
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BERNSTEIN's assistance in the production of a musical show, 
However, he refused to work on the show and thereafter left the 
organization, 


In 1951 he and his wife, PEARL BERNSTEIN, vacationed 
at Schroon Crest in the Adirondacks, New York. At this time a 
folk singer, whose name he has since forgotten, told them of 
& vacation spot in New Mexico known as the San Cristobal Ranch, 
Taos, New Mexico, BERNSTEIN stated he and his wife, while 
en route to California in 1951, spent one day and one night at 
the San Cristobal Ranch, Taos, New Mexico. He also recalled 
seeing HARVEY MATUSOW in Taos, New Mexico, and noted MATUSOW 
was not staying at the ranch insofar as he knew, BERNSTEIN 
declared he had previously known MATUSOW at Camp Unity, New York, 
Further, that he found MATUSOW to be a “blowhard” who always 
appeared to be recruiting for the cP, Further, that MATUSOW 
boasted of winning a CP contest as a result of his recruiting 
ability. BERNSTEIN stated MATUSOW was able, glib, made friends 
badly, and disliked by many. In Taos, New Mexico, MATUSOW 
told him he was disgusted with New York and consequently loaded 
his station wagon with his Communist library and headed west. 
BERNSTEIN stated he has not seen MATUSOW since their chance 
meeting at Taos, New Mexico, in 1951,

BERNSTEIN recalled meeting JENNIE WELLS, a folk singer, 
and her husband, CRAIG VINCENT, who owned and operated San 
Cristobal Ranch, BERNSTEIN declared he understood CRAIG VINCENT 
was at one time associated with the Progressive Party in the 
State of Colorado, 


BERNSTEIN declared since his arrival in the Los Angeles 
area he has had no association with any group which might be 
considered subversive, He recalled attending but one mass 
convention which wag Sponsored by the Hollywood Arts, Sciences, 
and Professions Couneil at Stanley Hail, 1Loe4s Stanley Drive, 

Los Angeles, in 1951, He attended the convention at the request 

of a doctor friend whose name he preferred to conceal, Further, 
while Director of the Los Angeles Community Symphony Orchestra, 

he refused to allow the orchestra to appear at any function which 
could later be criticized or wags known as a subversive organization, 
He cited as an example his refusal to have the orchestra appear 

at a funetion under the Sponsorship of the First Unitarian 
Church, Los Angeles, sometime in 1954, 


BERNSTEIN declared he has not been approached by anyone 


~ bo 
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of his acquaintance in the Los Angeles area requesting him to 
join or affiliate himself with the CP or CP front organizations. 
He stated, however, he continues to receive the "National 
Guardian" and the “Pacific Coast Youth Recorder", a publication 
of the Labor Youth League, but he has no idea just who is 
responsible for sending these publications to his residence, 


During a discussion of individuals whom BERNSTEIN 
knew in the Los Angeles area who might possibly be affiliated 
with Communist activities, BERNSTEIN made the following 
observations: 


He stated he and his wife, PEARL BERNSTEIN, were 
briefly acquainted with SIDNEY BUCHMAN, a producer of motion 
pictures, He was acquainted with BUCHMAN solely on a professional 
basis, He recalled he and his wife speculated as to whether or 
not he would invoke the 5th Amendment when he appeared before 
the House Committee on Un-American Activities which held 
hearings in Los Angeles in 1952, 


BERNSTEIN was asked whether or not he was ever 
acquainted with SAKI DURAN, LEE BARRIE, or JOAN LA COUR. He 
stated he met them only socially and noted at one time they 
resided at 647 North Crescent Heights, Beverly Hills, California, 
which was also his address for a period of time, He declared 
he knew LEE BARRIE because she was the owner of the establishment 
at 647 North Crescent Heights, Beverly Hills, California. He 
declared he knew these latter individuals only socially and 
had no information whatsoever regarding their political beliefs, 
he recalled another of nis acquaintances who refused to testify 
by invoking the 5th Amendment before the HCUA was JERRY FIELDING. 
He stated his association witli FIELDING was merely on a 
professional basis and he had never engaged in a political 
discussion with him whatsoever, 


He recalled meeting PAUL JARRICO, a free-lance motion 
picture writer, at the San Cristobal Ranch in Taos, New Mexico, 
in 1951. At this time he recalled making a disparaging remark 
about the artistic talent in Hollywood, California. He stated 
JARRICO at this time advised that he would be amazed at the 
quality and quantity of high grade artistic talent in Hollywood, 
California, and that he would be compelled to change his ideas 
along these lines. 


BERNSTEIN was asked whether or not he knew anything 
whatsoever of a JOSEPH EGER. He stated JOSEPH EGER was known 
to him as a musician and active in the Musicians Union who, 
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several years ago, attempted to enlist his support in a then 
inter-union struggle concerning the admission of a Negro 
musicians local, - BERNSTEIN noted he advised EGER that he had 
no interest whatsoever in union politics and consequently 
did not participate on either side in this regard. 


BERNSTEIN declared he was never issued a CP book 
nor did he pay any dues to the CP, He admitted giving numerous 
donations to various causes not officially connected with the 
CP but which he knew the CP had an interest, 


He recalled being asked to become a member of the 
Executive Board of People's Songs but he never joined this 
organization, He was acquainted with PETER SEEGER who played 
a prominent role in People's Songs. He recalied being 
pressured to join the Progressive Party in New York City but 
he never joined this organization, He stated he was sympathetic 
to many of the aims and policies of the Progressive Party, 
People's Drama,and People's Songs, however, He stated he was a 
member of the American Labor Party in New York but did not 
necessarily vote the suggested American Labor Party ticket. 


BERNSTEIN recalled an acquaintanceship with BETTY 
ANACONA, the divorced wife of ROBERT DE CORMIER. He stated he 
suspected her of being a Communist and believed her husband, 
ROBERT DE CORMIER, to be a Communist as well, BETTY ANACONA 
was, in his opinion, a neurotic and completely unreliable, 
He stated she advised him on one occasion that she had been 
approached by the FBI for information concerning him. 


BERNSTEIN advised that although he never had bitter 
experiences with the CP or individuals whom he suspected of 
being CP members, he would never join the CP, particularly 
at this time, inasmuch as he is ideologically opposed to the CP 
and all it stands for,
